Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither discloses nor teaches an active matrix liquid crystal 
display panel comprising various elements as claimed, more specifically, as the 
following: 

The maximum brightness for each of R<G<B is gained by applying different 
driving voltage to the pixel electrodes, and depending upon the thickness of the crystal 
layer in each of color layers, wherein larger voltage is applied to each of the pixel 
electrodes for the color layers with thinner liquid crystal layer to get maximum 
brightness for each color [claim 1 , as shown in Fig. 1 1a]; 

The pixel electrodes and the opposing electrodes being spaced from each other 
by distance which are different for the individual color layers [claim 3, as shown in 
Fig.13a].
